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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 , 8, and 9 are allowable because the prior art of record does 
not disclose or suggest speech recognition with natural language processing, where 
feedback information includes adaptation zones. The Specification, Pages 21 to 25, 
Figures 6 and 7, discloses adaptation zones for speech recognition, wherein a speech 
zone detector determines whether a dialog recognition result is correct, and feeds back 
correct information for adaptation. Bub discloses task adaptation for dialogues via 
telephone lines, where a rejection flag is set to "0" or "1" for good utterances for 
adaptation and utterances omitted by an adaptation algorithm, respectively. However, 
Bub does not teach natural language processing, and utterances are not equivalent to 
adaptation zones. Similarly, while Matsunaga et ai and Nguyen et al. disclose 
feedback and adaptation, neither of the references teaches adaptation zones or 
adaptation for natural language processing.
